longer (about 17 years) 
House Speaker than any other 
man, died today. 

Cancer and its complications 
caused his death. He was 7$ 
years old. 


The White House was notified 
immediately. 

So was Representative John 
McCormack of Massachusetts, 
the Democratic majority leader 
of the House. McCormack was 
the man Mr. Rayburn chose to 
serve temporarily as Speaker 
when Mr. Sam had to leave 
Congress before it closed be- 
cause of what -he called lum- 
bago 

Even then, his doctor believes, 
he knew he had cancer. 


The physician, Dr. Joe A. 
Risser, and members of the 
Speaker’s family and staff stood 
by the bedside in Risser Hos- 
pital as he was dying. 

‘Very Easy Death.’ 


“It was a very easy death for 
a very great man,” Dr. Risser 
told reporters. Asked about the 
immediate cause of death, the 
doctor said simply that ‘‘he just 
quit breathing.”’ 

Then, in more formal language. 
he put it this way: “At 6:20 this 
morning Mr. Sam passed away. 
He died quietly. His respirations 
stopped. The heart continued to 
beat for four minutes after the 
cessation of respiration. He 
showed no evidence of pain lines 
in the face. He seemed to be as 
one in sleep.” 

Dr. ‘Risser added that death 
was “‘an apparent result of di- 
minished function of the respira- 
tory center of the brain, which 
controls the respiration of the 
individual.” 

Mr. Rayburn had been uncon- 
scious for about 36 hours be- 
fore his death. The doctor aad 
family had spent two near-sleep- 
less nights at the hospital. 

The Speaker had lost nearly 
90 pounds because of cancer. 
His normal weight was 176; he 
qropped to about 120.

A sec- 
ond team was to visit the 
various ‘‘stops’’. where the com- 
pany had locations and take 
machines found there if neces- 
sary. 

8 Seized at ‘Stops.’ 

A team led by Eagleton seized 
about eight machines from 
“stops’’ owned by Continental 
before reaching the Brentwood 
headquarters of the company. 

When Eagleton arrived at 
Coniinental headquarters, he 
found the company was pre- 
paring to send out new machines 
as replacements for the seized 
devices in order to prevent other 
operators from moving in, He 
thereupon seized 26 machines, 21 
of which were so new they had 
not been removed from their 
cartons. They were taken to the 
Langan warehouse. 

The vans then returned for 
another load, because Eagleton 
said he would take enough of 
the miachines to cover the de- 
linquency adequately. The new 
machines cost $425 and Eagleton 
said he felt sure the state could 
sell them for $300 each.

Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Valerian A. Zorin before the 
United Nations Assembly's Poli- 
tical Committee indicated little 
chance of quick agreement 

The Russian draft resolution 
called for creation of a negotiat- 
ing body divided equally among 
Western, Communist and neutral 
nations. It would set June 1962 
as a deadline for reaching an 
agreement on a draft treaty for 
general and complete disarm- 
ament. At that time, the General 
Assembly would be called into 
session to consider the treaty, 

Original Committee. 

The United States proposal 
would provide for negotiations by 
the original 10-nation East-West 
committee, with the addition of 
10 nations to be selected On the 
hasis of geographical distrib- 
ution 

Under the United States plen, 
the negotiating committee would 
be required to report back to the 
U.N, Disarmament Commission, 
comprising all 103 member na- 
tions, by next June 

The two proposals will be 
taken up by the Political Com- 
mittee when it resumes disarm- 
ament debate tomorrow. 

Stevenson said in a note to 
Zorin that he was pleased by the 
indication that Russia was wil} 
ing to reopen serious negotia- 
tions promptly. Earlier, he and 
Zorin exchanged acrimonious re- 
marks. Each questioned the sin- 
cerity of his opponent in express- 
ing ardent desire for disarma- 
ment. 

Zorin’s Accusations. 

In replying to Stevenson’s 
formal discourse, Zorin said the 
United States had been exposed 
in an effort to exploit the issue 
of nuclear testing by its vote 
against an African resolution 
adopted by the committee, class- 
ifying all Africa as a denuclear- 
ized zone. He accused the United 
States of aiding France to keep 
Africa open for testing. 

Zorin said he wondered how 
the United States could fling 
charges of obstructing disarma- 
ment negotiations against Mos- 
cow when it voted the way mili- 
tary needs dictated, including its 
abstention on the other adopted 
African resolution disavowing the 
use of nuclear weapons for war. 

In an unusual show of indig- 
nation, Stevenson replied that 
Zorim had just offered one of 
the ‘‘crudest lessons in hypoc- 
risy I have ever listened to.”’ He 
recalled that it was the Kremlin 
which violated the moratorium 
on testing after Russia had orig- 
inally suggested it. 

Zorin and Stevenson were the 
only speakers in the session. 

Regarding the United States’s 
plan for disarmament, Zorin said 
that ‘‘a first glance’ gave the 
impression that’ ‘‘unjustifiably 
large control measures’ were 
being proposed for a_ small 
amount of disarmament. 

Stevenson proposed that the 
committee take the first steps 
toward creating a world without 
arms by approving a new dis- 
armament forum to get down at 
once to ‘“‘the first business of 
this dangerous world—general 
and complete disarmament.”

Lavrenty P. Beria, purporting to 
come from Premier Khrushchev, 
was reported by Polish Com- 
munist sources today. 


They said Beria brandished a 
pistol and was disarmed by 
Khrushchev, who wrestled with 
him in a heretofore undisclosed 
meeting of the Communist party 
Politburo. 

The informants said Beria 
later was tried and executed 
Dec. 23, 1953, in Azerbaijan. This 
date agreed with previous an- 
nouncements of the execution. 

The Polish sources told West- 
ern reporters they attended a 
reception at the recent Soviet 
party congress in Miscow when 
Khrushchev told the story of his 
physical struggle with. Beria. 
This is the account: 

Khrushchev proposed a toast 
to the victory over the Stalinist 
cult of personality He said 
Beria. backed by any army of 
secret police, launched a deter- 
mined bid for power. Beria was 
a member of the triumvirate, in- 
cluding V. M. Molotov and 
Georgi Malenkov, which was 
then ruling the Soviet Union 
after the death of Stalin.

Dalton said the selection 
of Dr. Ulett “is entirely satis- 
factory with me. | have known 
him a long time and he has an 
excellent reputation.” 

Pending Dr. Ulett’s decision, 
Dr. Louis Belinson, deputy direc- 
tor of the division, will serve as 
its acting head. 

Dr. Arthur A. Hines, superin- 
tendent of St. Louis State School 
and Hospital, declared Dr. Du- 
val’s resignation was a ‘‘trage- 
dy.”’ 

He said “the real sufferers in 
this case will be the patients 
and the parents of patients who 
are experiencing much anxiety 
as a result of these develop- 
ments.’ 

Dr. Hines reported the feeling 


of anxiety is quite noticeable 
among the patients, and many 
calls are being received from 


the parents. 

“Dr. Duval had made wonder- 
ful progress in a short time in 
bringing the mental health pro- 
gram forward,’ the superintend- 


ent said. ‘“‘He had made avail- 
able in the. central office con- 
sultants who had been most 


helpful—consultants in psychol- 
ogy, social services, dietetics and 
nursing. 

‘“‘He greatly improved the ad- 


ministrative program for Mis- 
souri’s mental hospitals. In 20 


years, we had only two doctors 

here, but now we have five be- 

sides myself. In the past we did 

not have a psychologist or a psy- 

chometrist. We now have both.”’ 
Staffs Increased. 

Dr. Hines added that his insti- 
tution now has for the first time 
a full-time laboratory technician, 
and the nursing and school staffs 
have been increased. He said 
part-time Protestant and Cath- 
olic chaplains are now serving 
20 hours a week each, whereas 
formerly chaplains were avail- 
able only on Sundays. He said 
Dr. Duval was .responsible for 
all these improvements. 

“We now have a part-time 
psychiatric social worker to as- 
sist our full-time worker,”’ Dr. 
Hines continued. ‘All this has 
been -helpful in getting a larger 
number of patients out of the 


hospital in the last eight 
months.” 
He said Dr. Duval had suc- 


ceeded in bringing in a number

Steering Unit for 9- 
State Program to 


Attract Business.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 16— 
The Governors of Missouri and 
Kansas agreed here today to 
form a -teering committee whose 
purpose would be the establish- 
ment of a nine-state Mid-Amer- 
ican Industrial Development pro- 
gram to attract more industry to 
this area. 

Such a program was suggested 
last month by Lester E. Cox, 
chairman of the new Missouri 
Division of Commerce and In- 
dustrial Development. Cox said 
nine states were getting only @ 
fraction of the defense business 


awarded by the Government. He. 


said a pooling of effort by Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Arkansas, Illinois, 
lowa, Kentucky, Nebraska, Ok- 
lahoma and Tennesse could im- 
prove this situation. 

Gov. John M. Dalton of Mis- 
souri and Gov. John Anderson 
of Kansas concurred in the sug- 
gestion and decided to set up 
the steering committee. Gov. 
Dalton said he would start call- 
ing the other, governors tomor- 
row. They will be asked to 
name two outstanding men from 
their states, along with the head 
of the-state’s industrial com- 
mission, to the committee. 

Dalton said he would attempt 
to hold the next meeting of the 
proposed steering committee in 
St. Louis near the end of the 
month 

Outlining his proposal to the 
two governors, Cox said that of 
the 25 billion dollars in defense 
contracts awarded last year, the 
nine-state area obtained only 
about $1,500,000,000. He said 
California alone received five 
billion dollars in defense orders, 

“With 18 United States Sen- 
ators and about 70 United States 
Reuresentatives working on this 
problem, this part of the nation 
should obtain many more defense 
contracts,"’ Cox said. 

At the conclusion of the meet- 
ing, Dalton expressed enthusiasm 
for the idea. Gov. Anderson said 
the idea held ‘‘wonderful poten- 
tial,”’

Widely Accepted Report. 
One story widely accepted here 


‘is that Turkey’s real power now

the chiefs of staff. Its members 
are said to number as many as 
200 generals, colonels and junior 
officers as well as civilians stra- 
tegically spotted in various min- 
istries. 

Whether the secret council ex- 
ists as a formal organization is 
unimportant, according to in- 
formed observers. What matters 
is that the generals are better 
equipped to enforce their point 
of view than the politicians. 

So far the quarreling politt- 
cians have shown none of the 
spirit of brotherhood the gen- 
erals have demanded of them.

ADLAI E. STEVENSON, the chief United States delegate to 
the United Nations, is caught in the trap set by history in The 
Congo.

debate on this thorny subject, 


Stevenson sooner or later must declare himself. 


His advisers were attempting today to determine whether he 
should speak immediately or later in the debate. 


The nature of Stevenson's 
dilemma was made clear yes- 
terday by the two men who made 
the major presentations before 
the Security Council. In effect, 
Stevenson must make a choice 


between them, or attempt to 
straddle. 

He must decide: To what ex- 
tent, if at all, will the United 


States support a pending resolu- 
tion on The Congo, a resolution 
that represents the will of the 
new nations of the United Na- 
tion? 

ONE OF THE MEN who spoke 
represented the past of the 
United Nations. Paul Henri 
Spaak, the Foreign Minister of 
Belgium, made an elaborate de- 
fense of Belgium's posture in 
the Congo, including an admis- 
sion .of errors on the part of the 
conservative Belgian govern- 
ment that held office before 
Spaak’s more liberal government 
came to office last spring. 

Spaak presided over the first 
session of the U.N, General As- 
semblyewn, 1946 after represent- 
ing his government at the San 
Francisco conference that 
up the United Nations the pre- 
ceding year. Yesterday, he read 
the new nations of the U.N. a 
lecture on the foundations and 
practices of the world organiza- 
tion, 

The other man who made a 
major presentation on The Congo 
at.-the meeting of the Security 
Council was Nathan Barnes of 
Liberia. His view of the role 
that the United Nations should 
assume was a different one. He 
envisioned a U.N. that would be 
capable of independent action to 
keep the peace and help the new 
fations toward something like 
equality with the old ones.

SPAAK, in his speech, concen- 
trated his criticism on the use 
of force against Belgians in Ka- 
tanga. This, he said, is not the 
proper role of the United Na- 
tions. 

Even if Tshombe insists that 
Katanga province be treated as 
a ‘‘separate entity,’’ said Spaak, 
the problem must be met by ne- 
gotiation and reconciliation. 

Spaak conceded that the pre- 
vious government of Belgium 
had been in error in “continuing 
paternalism in The Congo for 
too long a time’’ and in “giving 
The Congo, then, its indepen- 
dence too rapidly.” 

He said that after he took of- 
fice last spring he had attempted 
to reverse some Belgian policies, 
only to face an aroused Belgian 
public opinion, reflected in the 
Parliament in Brussels, which 
favored the vigorous support of 
Belgians anda Belgian interests 
in Katanga province. 

Spaak said he had succeeded 
in removing Belgian political ad- 
visers from The Congo and 
Belgian officers. of the Katanga 
police force. The last Belgian 
army officers would leave the 
Katanga by tomorrow, he prom- 
ised.

Sam Rayburn, a man who in. 


his 48 years in the House had 
made himself an_ institution, 
there was speculation on his suc- 
cessor and on the rough road he 
would have to try to follow. 

There appeared little doubt 
that Democratic majority leader 
John W. McCormack would be 
elected to succeed Mr. Rayburn 
when Congress convenes in Jan- 
uary. But beneath the surface 
there was considerable unhap- 
piness at this prospect, 

Other candidates have been 
discussed. One of them is Rep- 
resentative Richard Bolling of 
Missouri, who was perhaps the 
closest and most loyal lieutenant 
of Mr. Sam. Bolling is 45 years 
old while McCormack will be 
70 next month, 

But seniority counts for more 
than almost anything else in 
Congress and it has long been 
taken for granted that McCor- 
mack would succeed to the 
speakership. Coming from hum- 
ble origins in Boston, McCor- 
mack had a secure seat in the 
House when a freshman named 
John F. Kennedy was elected in 
1946 to represent another Bos- 
ton district. 


THE RELATIONSHIP _be- 
tween the Kennedys and McCor- 
mack has not been a happy one. 
The President would probably 
prefer Bolling or another candi- 
date sometimes .mentioned, Rep- 
resentative Carl Albert of Okla- 
homa. 

It would be extremely risky 
to intervene. The political bal- 
ance in Massachusetts would 
certainly be upset and this is an 
important factor particularly in 
view of the fact that the Presi- 
dent’s youngest brother, Ed- 
ward, is said to want to run for 
the Senate next year from the 
Kennedys’s native state.

Congressional committees, two 
Hoover commissions and. the 
Budget Bureau have _ recom- 
mended repeatedly that medical 
services be combined to save 
money. The Joint Economic 
Committee of Congress says the 
“‘vitiating effects of interservice 
rivalry” have prevented it. 

This and similar situations, 
create waste that costs the tax- 
payers hundreds of millions of 
dollars annually. 


THE SERVICES have refused 


to give up separate corps of 
chaplains. One service has a 


half-empty warehouse; another 
service, rather than using it, is 
building one of its own a few 
miles away. 

One service has surplus prop- 
erty—perhaps blankets. It sells 
them cheaply as surplus. An- 
other service needs blankets, 
buys them new. 

One service has too many uni- 
form buttons, but another service

It is my view that the Berlin 
crisis of 1961 was precipitated by 
the Soviet leadership for three 
principal reasons: (1) to create 
a fulcrum for the possible dis- 
lodging of West Germany from 
the -capidly-developin power 
coalition of West Eurépe; (2) to 
provide Nikita Khrushchev with 
a vehicle to demonstrate to his 
Stalinist Opposition how vigorous, 
tough and militant he is capable 
of being; (3) to prevent the fatal 
hemorrhage of the East Geeman- 
economy, on which 20 Russian 
divisions are based. 

KHRUSHCHEV’S long - range 
objective must be to somehow 
induce the West Germans to turn 
away from the West, by creating 
among the West Germans a dis- 
trust of the West upon which 
some future German leader 
might rise to power—a new lead- 
er who might be convinced that 
his destinies lie with the East 
rather than with the West. 

This is a long gamble for the 
Soviets, but Khrushchev does 
not appear to have any other re- 
course, in the face of the mas- 
sive, overwhelming economic 
power represented by the new 
Europe of which West Germany 
is such an intergral part. 

Despite his recent difficulties 
in forming a government of the 
Federal Republic, Chancellor 
Adenauer is clearly the man in 
charge in West Germany, and it 
is of the greatest importance 
that there be a personal meet- 
ing between President Kennedy 
and the Chancellor. 

The leadership of the Federal 
Republic must fully and unre- 
servedly participate in the for- 
mation of the Allied positiun on 
Berlin and Germany. This is a

It is also the best means to frus- 
trate any future Soviet effort to 
persuade West Germany to make 
a deal with the Soviets. 4 

IN THIS connection, I have 
also indorsed the suggestion by 
the leadership of the West Ger- 
man Bundestag that there be a 
meeting in November between 
the Bundestag leaders and the 
Democratic and Republican lead- 
ership of Congress. I feel that 
an exchange of views between 
these two groups can be helpful 
in bringing about a strong, uni- 
fied United States-West German 
position, and consequently, a 
strong and, unified Allied posi- 
tion. No negotiations with the 
Soviet leadership can possibly 
be productive unless our nego- 
tiators are operating within the 
framework of such a unified 
Western position. 

Khrushchev, in the meantime, 
has been conducting a political 
operation of consummate skill 
and daring against the elements 
within the Communist system 
who oppose him. The Berlin 
crisis, the detonation of huge 
thermonuclear weapons, the 
threats of nuclear devastation 
against Europe, all have served 
to demonstrate his militancy.

A Constitution Study 

We read with interest your re- 
print on state constitutional revision 
from the Wall Street Journal, Un- 
like many states, Missouri does not 
have the problem of overhauling a 
completely archaic constitution. 
Rather, Missourians must decide if 
their constitution, written in 1945, 
does provide adequate polity; and, 
if improvements are needed, wheth- 
er the method of a constitutional 
convention is the most appropriate 
remedy. 

Some of the advantages of a con- 
gtitutional convention are: it permits 
study of the entire document with 
the gpportunity for complete re- 
form; the urban point of view has 
a better chance of securing recogni- 
tion; it will be twenty years before 
the question of constitutional con- 
vention must be submitted again; 
piecemeal amendment is difficult to 
achieve and not always satisfactory. 

On the other hand, since a consti- 
tutional convention involves a tre- 
mendous amount of expense and 
work, it should be undertaken only 
if a great amount of sentiment for 
it exists. A constitutional conven- 
tion might undo many of the gains 
made in 1945, and needed changes 
can be accomplished by amend- 
ment. 

During the next few months, the 
League of Women Voters of Mis- 
souri will be evaluating Missouri's 
constitution in terms of its strength, 
its weaknesses, the need for basic 
changes, and the political and social 
climate in the state toward these 
questions. We will then make a de- 
cision as to whether we feel the con- 
vention should be supported. . 

However, the League does think 
that a Constitutional Study Com- 
mittee should be formed to provide 
an analysis of the present constitu- 
tion. The analysis could help the 
voters make up their minds. Should 
@ convention be called, research of 
great value would be available to 
the delegates. As well as being use- 
ful to a convention, it could serve 
as a basis for legislative study of 
amendment proposals. Towards 
this end, the League has written 
Governor Dalton, lending its sup- 
port to his naming of such a com- 
mittee.

Gov. Dalton’s vague and petty complaints 
against the director of the Division of Mental 
Diseases make it abundantly clear that the 
Governor has driven Dr. Duval out of the 
service of this state for reasons which com- 
mend themselves to no one but himself. 

The Governor refers to “administrative de- 
fects,’ but fails to cite a single defect. 

He says his investigation covered “‘much 
more” than the minor complaints that have 
been made public, but does not say what ®lse 
it covered. 


He accuses ‘“‘some people” of “not work- 
ing,’ but does not specify who they are. 

This is a feeble and totally unsatisfactory 
effort to justify what he has done to Missouri's 
10-Year Mental Health Program. 


Gov. Dalton says he believes the program 
‘will be accelerated,” but the chorus of dis- 
agreement is deafening. It comes from Fran- 
cis Smith of St. Joseph, first chairman of 
the State Mental Health Commission, Sena- 
tor Spradling of Cape Girardeau, whose Sen- 
ate Mental Health subcommittee did spade- 
work for the new mental health program six 
years ago, Walter M. Clark of St. Louis, chair- 
man of the Citizens Committee of the State 
Mental Health Conference, and the Eastern 
Missouri Psychiatric Society, which expresses 
itself as “shocked, disappointed, perplexed 
and gravely concerned.”

In assaulting the professional leadership 
of the mental health program Gov. Dalton 
first had to destroy the independence of the 
Mental Health Commission. He took the 
course, unusual in the case of an independ- 
ent commission, of replacing every member, 
though continuity is a special prerequisite to 
effectiveness in this particular commission. 

His appointees, who bear a heavy respon- 
sibility for complicity in the wrecking job, 
are Russell Sexton, chairman, James H. Mere- 
dith of St. Louis, Dr. Albert Fulton of Kansas 
City and Dr. James Haddock of St. Louis. Dr. 
Fulton says Gov. Dalton told the commission 
members he would fire them if they did not 
fire Dr. Duval; and Dr. Fulton was under the 
impression that no final action had been 
taken. Dr. Haddock has said nothing. The 
conduct of the psychiatric members of the 
commission is especially disappointing, for it 
is from them above all tat the public has a 
right to expect the firmest stand in support 
of professionalization versus politicalization. 

Missouri is left, in consequence, without a 
functioning independent commission to safe- 
guard professional leadership even if that 
leadership could be re-established. The prog- 
ress accomplished in more than six years of 
effort such as Missouri had never experi- 
enced before has been essentially wiped out. 

When this effort started, the director of the 
state’s mental hospitals was a political hack. 
Missouri was among the five most backward 
states in mental health, and doing nothing 
about it. The unfortunates in its mental insti- 
tutions were getting custodial care and little 
more.

Senator Spradling’s subcommittee labored 
for more than a year, holding hearings at St. 
Louis and Kansas City. Its recommendation 
for creation of a State Mental Health Commis- 
sion was adopted by the 1957 Legislature in 
a Statute the heart of which was its transfer 
of authority to appoint the director of the 
Division of Mental Diseases from the Gov- 
ernor to the commission. 

The first commission set to work with zeal, 
accomplishing what many had thought im- 
possible: it found a man who combined knowl- 
edge of psychiatry with knowledge of hospital 
administration, and persuaded him to come 
into Missouri’s service. Dr. Duval scoured 
the country for scarce professional aid and 
persuaded some 200 to join him; evolved a 
10-Year Program, announced last year, which 
was Missouri’s first real ‘chart for a better 
future in mental health; and fought for that 
program in the Legislature, as it was his 
duty to do. 

Today the clock is turned back to 1955, or 
before it. Where does Missouri go from here? 
And how do Missourians like the wreckage 
that has been made of a program so many of 
their best citizens worked so hard for so long 
to bring about? 


Federated Taxation 

In 1961, an Associated Press survey reveals, 
state legislatures voted one billion dollars a 
year in new or increased state taxes. West 


Virginia became the first state to adopt an ~ 


income tax since 1937; most states, including 
Missouri, tapped smokers and motorists; 
Texas became the thirty-fifth to impose a 
levy on sales, But what strikes us about the 
billion-dollar increase is that it amounts to 
three times the total state expenditures of 
1913. The states spent 297 millions then; 
they will spend more than 21 billions this 
year, Federal spending’ is often used as an 
illustration of governmental giantism and the 
decline of states’ rights. But if the same test 
is applied to the states, there is nothing 
wrong with their growing power. 


Philippine Upset 

A few days ago the odds were heavily 
favorable for the re-election of President Car- 
los P. Garcia of the Philippines, so even the 


countries are one answer to anti-imperialist 
sentiment and propaganda. The Filipinos 
even chose odd-year elections to avoid con- 
flicting with United States elections. In short, 
they are as interestéd in what happens here 
as we should be-in the affairs of their 
Republic. 


To Make Airways Safer 

President Kennedy's approval of the Proj- 
ect Beacon program for modernizing the air 
traffic control system is encouraging. For 
more than 10 years, federal efforts to keep 
pace on the airways with the rapid growth 
of commercial aviation have been far from 
sufficient. Now Mr. Kennedy has handed back 
a report of an eight-man task force to Najeeb 
Halaby, chief of the Federal Aviation Agency, 
and told him to implement it with 11] possible 
speed. 

The step-by-step implementation which is 
indicated will lead eventually to the sub- 
stitution of radar for eyes, computers for 
brains and radio signals for word of mouth. 
Yet the human controller, having his book- 
keeping and complex calculating done for 
him through automation, still will have the 
final responsibility. The first step in lighten- 
ing the nerve-wracking load he now carries 
apparently is to be development of an auto- 
matic altimeter radio transmitter. 

Each plane under traffic control would 
carry such a device to radio the plane’s alti- 
tude to a control center. This data would 
enter a computer and appear in a little block 
of light moving on the radar scope under 
the plane’s blip. Such a device might have 
prevented the collision over New York City 
last Dec. 16 in which 134 persons died. Un- 
fortunately, the device, which is to substitute 
for the long-planned three-dimensional radar, 
is not yet perfected. The report assumes it 
will be 18 months before this transmitter can 
be- installed for experimentation. 


But there appears to be no need for such 
delay in obtaining better traffic routings with 
present equipment. Proposals to this end 
would put many more planes under control 
from the ground and minimize the dangerous 
mixing of controlled and uncontrolled flying. 
Nor should much time be required to set up 
corridors at major terminals for separation 
of fast, medium and slow traffic. 

Some assurance can be taken from the 
‘statement that the traffic control system is 
not overloaded despite its inefficiency. But 
this is seasoned with warnings that the amount 
of flying under strict ground supervision 
will increase about 300 per cent by 1975. 

The FAA has been given a blueprint. If it 
can follow it, and if Congress authorizes the 
necessary $500,000,000, there is a good chance 
for the airways to catch up with the jetliners 
that use them. To lose any more time would 
mean more danger signals on the airways.

While Preston Estep’s resignation as chair- 
man of the Bi-State Development Agency is 
regrettable, he is to be commended for decid- 
ing that he could not head a public agency 
negotiating the purchase of the area’s bus 
lines at the same time he served some of 
them in his private capacity as president of 
Transit Casualty Co., a transit insuror.

Fouke Fur’s Move 


The Fouke Fur Company’s projected move | 


from St. Louis to Greenville, S.C., is being 
questioned from two directions, and a thor- 
ough ventilation of the issue is in order. 


The Department of the Interior, which has 
employed the firm for 40 years as agent for 
taking, processing and selling Alaska seal- 
skins, wants to know whether its contract 
would be affected by the move. The Govern- 
ment is concerned over whether Greenville 
would be as suitable a site for sealskin auc- 
tions as St. Louis, and over the extra cost of 
transporting skins there. 


Meat Cutters Local 88, which represents 
Fouke employes, charges in a complaint filed 
with the National Labor Relations Board that 
the move would be an act of discrimination 
against older employes least able to find new 
jobs. It is alleged that the company’s offer 
of new jobs in South Carolina does not pro- 
tect seniority rights. The union’s claim is 
apparently based on an NLRB decision in 
favor of the Garment Workers Union against 
a Philadelphia blouse-making firm which 
moved to Ware Shoals, §.C. The NLRB 
told the firm to offer the workers substan- 
tially the same jobs they had in a new Phila- 
delphia plant or offer them similar jobs in 
Ware Shoals with full seniority and other 
rights. The Garment Workers have taken a 
further step and asked a federal court to 
order the firm to return its operations to 
Philadelphia on grounds the move south is a 
violation of federal labor law.

Denatured Children’s Stories May Contribute to Low State of Literacy

The inane simplification of the lan- 
guage, and vulgarization of the illus- 
trations of children’s classics have now 
come to an intolerable point: Beatrix 
Potter’s ‘‘Peter Rabbit’? has been de- 
natured. 

It has been ‘“‘specially edited in vo- 
cabulary and style to meet the reading 
needs of the young child; yet’’ (ah, the 
presumption!), “‘retain the. humor and 
charm of the original.’’ All this, ‘“‘in 
colorful, illustrated format,’’ sells for 
$1.50. The price of 
the true Beatrix 
Potter Peter is $l.

Shop Early for Thanksgiving Dinner 


Ample Supplies 
Of Turkeys 
And Traditional 
*Fixin’s’ 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD 
Post-Dispatch Food Editor. 


“SHOP EARLY AND AVOID 
THE RUSH” doesn’t apply only 
to Christmas shopping. It is a 
wise homemaker who -heeds this 
advice by completely planning 
her Thanksgiving day menus, 
down to the last detail, right 
now and then checking the shop- 
ping list to see how many items 
may be bought or at least or- 
dered in advance, thus avoiding 
the frantic last-minute rush and 
possible disappointment. 

Obviously not everything can 
be purchased ahead of time but 
all of the staples can be, along 
with such things as olives, 
canued pumpkin and spices for 
the pie (remember they lose 
their strength if they are too 
eld; six months is the ideal shelf 
life and one year the maximum 
time they should be held). 

Is the traditional Thanksgiv- 
ing turkey to grace your table? 
Certain the situation this 
year is one for which to give 
thanks. There is a tremendous 
crop of very high quality tur- 
keys. Prices are low enough 
to enable almost everyone to 
afford the best; when compar- 
ing prices be sure also to com- 
pare quality. You should be 
able to take your choice of a 
fine bird of almost any size at 
an attractive price. 

The sole exception is small 
hens (about four to eight 
pounds); they are a bit on the 
scarce side and may be slightly 
higher. However, there are 
plenty of superb Beltsville tur- 
keys, which are small by nature. 

Ducks are plentiful and also 
of very fine quality; they may 
be somewhat higher than tur- 
keys but still will be reasonable. 
Geese will be more costly. We 
are told that it takes cold weath- 
er to really finish them off prop- 
erly, and that many are being 
held for the Christmas trade. 

Chickens, including roasting 
hens, are a thrifty investment. 
Capons never are tmexpensive 
compared to other poultry. but 
they are so delicious we con- 
sider them well worth the dif- 
ference in price, and there are 
ample supplies. 

In red meats, look for some 
good values in pork, including 
hams. Don't overlook pork 
sausage for the’ dressing and 
breakfast bacon; both are rea- 
sonable indeed. 

There are no drastic changes 
on other meats; you may note 
a slight increase on the fore- 
quarter cuts of beef. Supplies 
of veal. and lamb are a little on 
the light side. 


WHAT ABOUT the ‘‘fixin’s’’ to 
accompany the holiday bird or 
ham? Cranberries are most 
modestly priced. If your prefer- 
ence is for mashed potatoes, all 
varieties rate as good buys, with 
the reds slightly cheaper than 
the russets. 

If sweet potatoes are your 
choice, you may have the home- 
grown Nancy Halis at real 
budget prices, or the Puerto 
Rican# at moderate cost. (The 
Nancy Halls are the drier, 
yellow type, the Puerto Ricans 
@ more moist, (orange variety). 

All onions, including the little 
white boilers for creaming, are 
in the budget bracket; «so“are 
acorn and Hubbards squash with 
the white, yellow and zucchini 
costing @ little more. money. 

Cauliflower, ‘always a-holiday 
favorite in this area, is of ex- 
cellent quality and moderafely 
priced. So are two other popular 
vegetables — broctoli and 
brussels sprouts. 

Also in this moderate category 
are such items for the relish 
tray as celery, radishes and 
green onions, and carrots. (And 
don’t underestimate the impor- 
tance of cold, crisp celery or 
carrot sticks as a contrast to 
the soft, warm dressing which 
to most folks is such an impor- 
tant part of the menu). 

Most of the salad vegetables 
(lettuce, endivé, @scarole and 
romaine, cabbage, cucumbers 
and green peppers) carry mod- 
erate price tags. Only a few— 
such as tomatoes, leaf and Bos- 
ton lettuce—are expensive. 

Want something really fancy? 
Artichokes are available, but at 
high prices. 


IN ONE COURSE or another 
—as appetizer, salad or des- 
sert—fruits will play a promi- 
nent role in most menus. Here, 
again, is reason for thanks. 

Rated as good buys are grape- 
fruit, which is showing con- 
sistent improvement ‘in quality, 
Florida oranges (small size Cali- 
fornia ones are moderately 
priced, the large ones high) and 
most apples with the exception

Modern Versions of Traditional Pies 


A STORY ON THANKSGIV- 
ING desserts in today’s paper 
constitutes a case of starting at 
the end, rather than the begin- 
ning. However, dessert is such 
an important part of any holiday 
menu that you might want to 
give it a little advance consider- 
ation and perhaps have a sort of 
trial run or ‘‘shakedown cruise” 
by trying out a new recipe ahead 
of time. 

(Don’t worry—the traditional 
Thanksgiving story with advice 
on preparing the turkey and sug- 
gestions for the other courses of 
the meal will appear in Mon- 
day’s food section.) 

In most homes, Thanksgiving 
just wouldn’t seem right if the 
meal didn’t end with some sort 
of a pumpkin or mincemeat pie, 
and preferably both. The choice 
doesn’t change generation after 
generation, but tastes do. The 
pumpkin pie of yesteryear is not 
necessarily the pumpkin pie of 
next Thursday. Today we have 
chiffon pumpkin pies, frozen 
pumpkin pies, pumpkin pies made 
with applesauce, with coffee as 
the liquid, with cereal crusts and 
with crusts which have spices 
baked right in them 


Mincemeat pies also stray just 
far enough from tradition to 
keep them in tune with contem- 
porary tastes. Although the 
mince pie antedates our native 
American pumpkin pie (a treas- 
ure from our English cousins), 
it has a long and established 
place in our national cuisine on 
Thanksgiving day. 

In shori, there is no hard and 
fast rule about the way in which 
pumpkin or mincemeat pie must 
be made. Cooks differ. Some 
use a heavy hand with the 
spices, the eggs, the cream, 
when it comes to pumpkin. Some 
use the light touch. Very new, 
very modern, is the idea of using 
commercial eggnog (available 
from just before Thanksgiving 
through New Year’s) in the 
preparation of both of these 
Thanksgiving pies. 

Every style of pie has its own 
devotees, so here is a collection 
from which you may make your 
own choice. 


HARVEST HOME CHIFFON 
PIE is both beautiful and de- 
lectable. In the light, luscious 
filling coffee and spices add 
their subtle flavors to the 
pumpkin. Chopped pecans and 
whipped cream ring the edge. 
Be sure to serve with coffee (a 
hot, fresh, fragrant potful), then 
start another potful brewing 
right away to keep everyone 
happy during the long, long 


talk that follows the last bite 
of pie. 


Harvest Home 
Chiffon Pie. 

One nine-inch baked pie shell. 

Three eggs, separated. 

Two-thirds cup sugar, divided. 

One cup canned pumpkin. 

One cup strong cold coffee, 
divided.

Chill 
until set. Just before serving, 
whip cream; swirl on pie inside 
ring of pecans. Decorate with 
candy corn, if desired. 


ALL OF THE sugar-and-spice, 
honest pumpkin taste is retained 
in this tecipe, but the filling is 
given new lightness and delicacy 
with canned applesauce. Blended 
through the pumpkin, the apple- 
sauce gives a lift and a special 
softness and smoothness. 

The pie is a frolic to make. 
Use a pastry mix, if you wish. 
Use canned pumpkin, canned 
applesauce. Garnish like mad 
as par: of the fun—with whipped 
cream or cheese wedges, with 
candied citron or cherries, with 
ground nuts, cinnamon candies, 
silver candy shot, flaked coconut 
or whatever pleases your fancy.

In St. Peters- 
burg, the white players stayed 
at a hotel near the ball park 
while the Negroes stayed in rent- 
ed homes owned by Negro resi- 
dents.

WHEN DECLARER has a 
choice of ways to play a hand, 


he can do no better than follow 


the line of play that appears 
most likely to succeed. 

Consciously or not, the skilled 
declarer follows this law of 
probabilities. He does not know 
how the defenders’ cards are 
divided, but he bases his plays 
on what he considers to be the 
most probable division of their 
cards. 


Here is a case where declarer 
failed to choose the best course 
of play and lost his contract as 
a result. He won the club lead 
with the ace, drew two rounds 


of trumps, ending in dummy, 
and finessed the queen of 
spades. This lost to the king, 
and he later lost two clubs and 
a diamond to go down one. 


In ‘effect, South gave himself 
about a 50 per cent chance of 
making the contract by relying 
on East to have been dealt the 
king of spades. But he missed a 
different line of play which of- 
fered a far greater chance of 
success, 


After winning the ace of 
clubs, he should have played 
the ace of spades and continued 
with the queen. Had he done 
this, he would have made the 
contract. West would take the 
king, and the defense would 
presumably cash two club tricks 
and return a diamond. 

Declarer wins with the ace,

All Gentlemanly 
At Players’ Fire

NEW YORK, Nov. 16. 

NOTHING TESTS the breeding of a gentleman's club as 
thoroughly as a fire. 

On Sunday evening, fire broke out in the bar of the 
Players, 16 Gramercy Park, just before 200 members were 
ready to sit down to din- 
ner. Attired.in evening 
clothes, they had gathered 
to watch Hal Holbrook, a 
member in good standing, 
present his celebrated pro- 
gram of sketches by Mark 
Twain, also a member 
though not always in good 
standing. Dropped for non- 
payment of dues, Mark 
Twain refused to return 
until the club made him 
an honorary member. 

When the players’ bar is 
packed with members, the 
room is quickly filled with 
smoke that normally seeps 
out through the ventilating 
ducts. But at dinner time 
last Bbunday one of the 
ducts revolted. It sent 
clouds of smoke back into 
the bar—smoke that had 
an especially pungent odor. Sniffing it like a technologist, 
Dennis King said it smelled like actors being roasted by a 
eritic. 

In good society no one makes an uncouth move. 

So it is at the Players, where Howard Lindsay, presi- 

dent and chief of protocol, sets the prevailing style. 

Although some of the members looked at the smoke 

quizzically, it takes more than a fire to disturb gossip 

about show business. When the smoke got so thick that 
some of the feebler members left the room, Drew 

Amend, house manager, made a bold decision. He 

notified the fire department. 


At this point the behavior of both the members and the 
fire department was impeccable. The members stood aside 
enough to let the firemen drag two hoses through the lobby. 
Like Captain Eyre Massey Shaw, whose gentlemanly command 
of the London fire brigade drew a compliment from W. S. 
Gilbert in ‘‘lolanthe,’’. our local captain did not forget his 
manners. He suggested that the members withdraw from the 
club until the danger could be assessed and quenched. 

Some of them did. Lindsay, however, sipping a drink, 
reclined on a lounge beside the fireplace. He was honoring one 
of show business’ noblest traditions, set in the Eighteenth 
century by Richard Brinsley Sheridan, who was part owner of 
the Drury Lane Theater. When his theater was destroyed by 
fire one London evening, he was observed lounging in a chair 
with a bottle of wine across the street. ‘“‘Surely, a gentleman is 
permitted to sip a glass of wine at his own fireside,” he 
said when a friend asked him what he was doing. 

Following Lindsay’s example, everyone behaved 
like a thoroughbred; Nothing coarse was said. Nothing 
crude was done. Called to the telephone on private 
business when the firemen were tramping through the 

lobby, one member was heard to say: “Yes, yes. I 

quite understand. Can I call you back? Something is 

going on here just now that makes conversation a little 
difficult.” 

Among his Mark Twain sketches Holbrook — a macabre 
one about a fire in which everyone loses his head disastrously. 
A man of sophisticated tastes, Holbrook dropped it from his 
repertory. He thought the members had already cracked 
enough jokes. “Don’t you think the beef is a little overdone?” 
one man had inquired. Roguishly when Lindsay rose to speak 
he began his salutation: ‘“‘Fellow members, guests and honored 
members of the fire department.”’ 

A club founded by Edwin Booth, with Thomas Bailey 
Aldrich and Mark Twain ameng its original members. is 
bound to have a fine tradition. It knows how to keep a fire 
genteel. After Holbrook had finished his program, to cheers 
and a standing ovation, the bar reopened for business. Mulled 
ale and hot-buttered rum were specialties of the house.

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Reasons for 
Few Women 
Scientists

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16. 

MANY WOMEN SHUN science 
careers because American s0- 
ciety generally regards science 
work as traditionally male. 

This was one of the findings 
reported by the National Science 
Foundation. The report urges 
making full use of all available 
scientific talent, including 
women. 

The foundation survey found 
that relatively few women enter 
scientific careers, although wom- 
en are becoming a larger pro- 
portion of the total labor force. 
Teaching and nursing continue 
to be the professions chosen by 
the greatest number of women. 

“The factors accouning for so 
few women in science are com- 
plex and mutually interacting,” 
the report states. Some of the 
| major factors are: 

_ 1. Most scientific and techno- 

logical jobs require long and 
‘rigorous training. Thus the high 
| school girl who expects to marry 
young does not take courses 
that would prepare her for such 
a career. 


2. Sex role differentiation in 
our society has a dual impact 
in restricting girls from enter- 
ing science careers, “In the 
first place, there is the general 
difference that men are com- 
monly thought of as belonging 
in the world of occupations and 
women in the home. Secondly, 
within the world of occupations 
itself, there is work that is con- 
sidered traditionally male and 
some traditionally female.” 

3. Some scientific careers—in- 
cluding types of engineering and 
forestry—require’ field explora- 
tion that might tax a women’s 
physical strength. 

4. Often high school and col- 
lege girls are not encouraged by 
teachers and professors to take 
science courses. Many women’s 
colleges fail to offer fully ade 
quate science courses. 

_ §. “Simce science has been 

largely a man’s world. women 
scientists may receive only

_ The report said that the ques 
tion has been raised as to wom- 
en’s ability to do scientific work.

Fix It Yourself

_ IF THERE IS any unpainted 
_woodwork around your house 
you should do something about 
it pretty soon because one thing 
that isn’t good for wood is to be 
left exposed to the weather for 
a long period of time. This 
doesn’t mean that the wood will 
rot but it will become discolored 


eventually is painted. Save your- 
self some work and give it a 
coating before it gets in bad 
shape. 

When working with ordinary 
house paints the rule is not to 
apply them when the tempera- 
ture is below 50 degrees or so 
and, of course, you don’t want 
to apply them in damp weathe 
or directly before or after 


rain. 


This means, of course, that in 
many areas of the country ex- 
terior painting must be done by 
the early part of November. 
Some of the new type exterior 
paints can be used in cold 
weather as long as it is above 
freezing and they aren’t harmed 
by moisture the way standard 
paints are. 

To be on the perfectly safe 
side, however, be sure to read 
the directions on the paint con- 
tainer carefully and follow these 
instructions as to temperature 
and surface condition. 

If you have a large amount of 
unfinished woodwork that is ex- 
posed to the weather and you 
can’t get it painted this fall, at 
least give it a prime coat of 
paint. This will usually hold it 
through the winter so that it can 
be given added coats of paint 
come spring with a minimum 
amount of trouble.

My Neighbor Says: 

Dirt, old wax and polish can be 
removed by wiping with turpen- 
tine. Some people prefer to 
wash the surface clean with 
warm water and mild soap. Use 
a damp cloth for this job and 
keep water out of joints. Rinse
